their emphatic warnings 
as to the 
care which m ust be exercised 
when 
attem pting to cross tracks 
on 
the 
same level as the highway. 
The first accident was in Ohio and 
the second in Pennsylvania, and both 
occurred on the Pennsylvania lines. 
In the first case the driver stopped 
before he reached the 
tracks 
and 
then started up slowly again. 
Had 
he remained stationary, there 
would 
have been no accident. 
He is dead 
and can not tell why he starlet! after 
having stopped. 
In the second case, 
the details are not so clear. 
As for facility in stopping, the ad­ 
vantage is with the driver of the mo­ 
tor vehicle. 
Ordinary precaution im­ 
pels him to slow up at a grade cross­ 
ing. 
Going slowly, he can stop quick­ 
ly. 
A railroad train, consisting of a 
heavy engine and tender, 
weighty 
baggage cars and ponderous 
Pull­ 
mans. can not be instantly checked. 
The tremendous momentum of such a 
ponderous body 
defies 
even 
the 
mechanism of brakes to bring it to a 
sudden stop. 
It even can not check 
up at crossings. 
The burden of do­ 
ing this m ust be on the lighter and 
more easily controlled vehicle of loco­ 
motion. 
One of these two drivers had a rep­ 
utation for carefulness; but we all 
know how we become accustomed to 
things and how easily it is to grow 
careless through 
constant 
contact 
with danger. We have done the thing 
so often that we come to the conclu­ 
sion that we can go on doing the thing 
with impunity. 
This warning, added to so many 
others, merely emphasizes the neces- '• 
sity not only of taking no risks at a ll' 
and of assuming nothing, 
but 
of 
making sure 
before 
gong ahead. 
Human nature, however,

we all lose the exercises of judgment 
and discretion and take the one fatal 
step.

Th© first time I ever realised that 
salt was not just salt, no matter where 
it carne from, was one hot morning 
when we had to wait for hours while 
a Canadian fisherman who was to take 
us across the bay removed the roe 
from a large sturgeon that he had 
ca ugli t and prepared It for ahipmenr 
across the lake to one of our flourish­ 
ing cities, where it was to be convert­ 
ed Into Russian caviar. 
His part of 
the process involved the use of a great 
quantity of salt. 
He told us he used 
only German salt, which he dedared 
was four times as salty as our salt. 
Recently our Interest in salt has 
been quickened by the statements that 
the alarming increase In goiter it due 
te a deficiency in the salt we use. For 
a long time scientists were puzzled by 
the fact that goiter showed a tendency 
to be so common In certain sections et 
the world that they were known se 
goiter belts or goiter sones. Switzer­ 
land has long been known as a goiter 
lone. 
Recently It has appeared that 
we have a well developed goiter zone 
In the region of the Great Lakes, one 
author claiming that a fifth of the 
school children in that area have en­ 
larged thyroid glands, or physiological 
goiter. 
Goiter is rarely found among 
people living near the ocean. The rea­ 
son became more or less evident when 
research workers discovered a fen 
years ago that children suffering from 
goiter could be much benefited bj 
minute doses of Iodine. 
Iodine is sn element that Is most 
abundant In the ocean—the iodine of 
commerce is derived from sea weeds 
Bes foods, and salt secured by evapo 
rsting sea water, contain all the iodine 
needed to keep the body in good cond! 
lion. 
It is claimed, however, that 
much of the salt sold nowadays Is de 
Orient in iodine, perhaps due to the re 
fining processes that have given ne 
whiter, finer salt than our parent? 
knew. 
One of the ironies of our everydaj 
life is that the more we refine out 
foods, the more we find it necessary 
to eat something to Uke the place oi 
what we have refined out of the orig 
Intl food. 
The highly refined sal* 
must have iodine added. 
Those who 
live on bread baked from highly re 
fined flour must eat bran to replan 
the bran sifted out of the ground 
wheat, and must eat yeast to supply 
the vitamin principle excluded whet 
the wheat genii is left out of flour.
